Davis said he has received letters 
from past offenders, commenting on 
how the sentencing helped them to 
reform. 

“There is a real need for individuals 
to give something back to the com- 
munity when they commit a crime,” 
Davis said.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — 
Catholics turned out by the thousands 
Monday for the funeral cf a man 
killed during last week’s riots, unrest 
a priest said had brought Northern 
Ireland “almost to the point of 
despair.” 

Thousands followed a hearse carry- 
ing the coffin of Dermot McShane, a 
35-year-old man crushed by an army 
vehicle Saturday during riots in 
Londonderry. 

McShane’s coffin was covered with 
an Irish flag and buried in the ceme- 
tery plot reserved for members of the 
outlawed Irish National Liberation 
Army, a rival splinter gang of the 
IRA. 

“It’s been a dark weck in our city,” 
said the Rev. Con McLoughlin, who 
conducted the funeral at St. 
Columba’s Roman Catholic Church. 
“Scarcely in the 21 years that I have 
been here have I found people so sad- 
dened and depressed, almost to the 
point of despair.” 

The funeral procession included 
leaders of the two parties that repre- 
sent most Catholics in Northern 
Ireland: John Hume of the anti-IRA 
Social Democratic and Labor Party 
and Martin McGuinness of the IRA- 
allied Sinn Fein party. 

Meanwhile, Northern Ireland’s main 
civil rights group criticized the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, the province’s 
predominantly Protestant police force, 
for excessive use of plastic bullets, 
particularly against Catholics.

. rounds of plastic bullets during the 


week of unrest —- 660 during the first

“The level of shooting bears no rela- 
tion whatever to the level of risk 
experienced by the security forces,” 
said Martin O’Brien, director of 
Belfast’s nonpartisan Committee for 
the Administration of Justice. 

“Very few of the petrol bombs being 
fired were reaching the police lines — 
they couldn’t be thrown that far,” he

17 people in Northern Ireland — the 
last in 1989. 

The week of rioting injured 192 
civilians and 149 officers. Police said 
they made nearly 300 arrests. 

The violence abated but didn’t dis- 
appear from the streets Monday. In 
Belfast; Catholic nationalists threw 
about 50 gasoline bombs at a police 
station. No one was hurt.

“The stage of weapons of war between the two 
sides is over. As you can see, we sit together at the 
same table,” said Diab, a man with graying hair and 
glasses, in Arabic. Yogev, sitting next to him, trans- 
lated. 

“Now, one of our missions is to turn the people 
toward the direction of peace,” Diab said in his 
office, sitting in front of draperies in the black, red, 
green and white of the Palestinian flag. 

In Nablus, the West Bank’s largest city and the 
scene of anti-Israeli riots until the last days of occu- 
pation in November, the joint patrols have become 
routine. 

No heads turned Monday as a Palestinian army 
truck, followed by an Israeli jeep, drove slowly up 
and down the main street of Nablus.

Israeli Lt. Benny Buganim, riding in the second 
vehicle Monday, said some of the long hours on the 
job are spent spinning new dreams. 

“Now, some of the teams are really friends and | 
talk about going into future businesses together,” 
said Buganim. 

The joint patrols operate in areas of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip that were placed under full or ' 
partial Palestinian control under the 1994 peace 
agreements. Their task is to defuse possible friction 
between Israeli and Palestinian civilians. 

When the joint convoys began patrolling — in’! 
May 1994 in Gaza and the West Bank town of 
Jericho, and last fall elsewhere in the West Bank — 
both sides had some adjusting to do. 

“But very quickly the ice melted,” said Yogev, 
whose nickname is Moussa, the Arabic version of 
Moshe. 


Tired Yeltsin denies illness, stands up Gore

MOSCOW — President Boris 
Yeltsin stood up Vice President Al 
Gore on Monday, drawing attention 
to his fragile health after postponing 


their planned meeting and checking 


into a health resort. 

But the Kremlin insists that long 
days campaigning simply tired the 65- 
year-old president. 

“He just needs a good, propér rest,” 
said Yeltsin’s chief spokesman, 
Sergei Medvedev. 

Aides said Yeltsin started a two- 
week vacation Sunday at the govern- 
ment resort outside Moscow where he 
recuperated from heart ailments last 
year. They said he probably would 
meet with Gore there Tuesday. 

But the abrupt postponement fol- 
lowed a string of no-shows that 
renewed worries in recent weeks 
about the president’s fitness. 

Yeltsin’s energetic re-election cam- 
paign clearly took a toll on his health. 
Medvedev said the president worked 
16- and 17-hour days, and now faces 
pressures to form a new government. 

“IT see no serious grounds for pan- 
icky assertions that something serious 
has occurred, that something is once 
again wrong with Yeltsin’s health,” 
Medvedev told reporters in the 
Kreinlin. 

The president was hospitalized 
twice last year for acute ischemia, a 
heart problem. He has also suffered 
from back trouble and other ailments 


in recent years. 

Medvedev said Yeltsin has 
not had a thorough checkup 
since late last year and has 
refused, in recent weeks, to 
allow his blood pressure to be | 
measured. 

“It’s very difficult for the 
doctors,’ Medvedev said. 

He said doctors may examine 
Yeltsin during his vacation at 
the resort in Barvikha, seven 
miles northwest of Moscow. 

In Washington, the White 
House said it is accepting the 
Kremlin’s explanation that 
Yeltsin is taking a vacation. “I 
have no reason to dispute what 
we’ve been told,” said presi- 
dential spokesman Mike 
McCurry. 

After the Gore meeting was 
scrapped, the Kremlin dis- 
closed an important new 
Yeltsin appointment: promi- 
nent reformer Anatoly Chubais 
will replace hard-liner Nikolai 
Yegorov as chief of staff. 

Chubais, 41, had overseen 
the unpopular push to sell state prop- 
erty to private owners until he was 
ousted from the Cabinet in an anti- 
reform sweep in January. He made a 
political comeback as a top campaign 
strategist for Yeltsin. 

Yeltsin was re-elected July 3, and 
his office said he wanted to take a 
short summer break before his Aug. 9 
inauguration. But his vacation wasn’t 


announced until Monday morning, 
and Gore was told only at the last 
minute. 

Late last week the president said he 
had no plans to take a vacation, since 
he needed to concentrate on his new 
administration. 

He has appeared only on rare occa- 
sions since his re-election, mainly in 
state television footage. 

Gore came to Moscow mainly to

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Runway crash kills 32 in Netherlands 


EINDHOVEN, Netherlands — A Belgian Air Force plane bringing a Dutch 
army band back from a music festival crashed and caught fire Monday, killing 
32 people. 
>The U.S.-built Lockheed C-130 crashed and burned on a strip at Eindhoven 
Airport, a regional airport about 120 miles south of Amsterdam. 

Undersecretary of Defense Jan Gmelich Meijling said 32 were killed. It was 
not immediately known how many were injured. The plane was carrying 41 
people. 

The cause of the crash was not immediately known, but witnesses said the 
four-engine turboprop was clearly in trouble as it-banked above a residential 
area before coming in for a landing. 

‘It was obvious that the plane ... made a steep descent,” a glider pilot identi- 
fied only as Koppelmans was quoted as saying by Dutch Radio. 

The plane took off with 37 passengers and four Belgian crew members from 
the Italian military base at Villafranca, where Dutch soldiers assigned to the 
NATO peace force in Bosnia are based. It had a stopover in Rimini, a city on 
Italy’s Adriatic coast, before heading for Eindhoven. 

All four crew members were killed, officials said. 


Thousands ill from food poisoning in Japan 


TOKYO — Food poisoning has stricken 3,791 children in a western Japanese 
city, prompting authorities to close all 92 local public elementary schools 
through Wednesday. 

Children from 53 elementary schools in Sakai have suffered diarrhea and 
bloody stools. Some 202 have been hospitalized since Friday night, but none 
were considered gravely ill, city officials said Monday. 

Tainted school lunches were believed responsible, although it was unclear 
what particular food was to blame. 

Doctors have detected the E. coli 0157 strain of bacteria in several of the sick 
children, and can be contracted from undercooked meat, water, dairy products 
and poultry. 

E. coli can cause an illness called hemolytic uremic syndrome, whose symp- 
toms include severe stomach pains, bloody diarrhea and kidney damage. 


Transient’s death investigated as homicide 


OGDEN — Police say discovery of the body of a 43-year-old man in a small 
transient camp is being investigated as a possible homicide. 

A passerby found the body and called police at 4:13 p.m. Sunday after inves- 
tigating a stiong odor in an area of bushes and trees next to a storage shed 
behind a business on Washington Boulevard. 

‘Police identified the deceased as a white transient, but were withholding his 
identity pending notification of next of kin. 

Signs of a struggle were evident at the scene, Lt. Steve Turner said, and the 
body had injuries that could have caused death. 

“The problem with a decomposing body is that what appear to be injuries can 
turn out to be related to the deterioration,” Turner said. 

‘Officers said the man could have been dead as long as three days.

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Utah minority enrollment levels @j

SALT LAKE CITY — The number 
of minorities enrolled in Utah’s col- 
leges and universities has leveled off 
after three years of robust growth, 
according to new education figures. 

The statistics released by the Utah 
System of Higher Education indicate 
that 7,085 minority students were 
enrolled at the nine campuses during 
the 1995-96 academic year, three 
fewer than the previous school year. 

The last time the system reported a 
decrease in minority enrollment was 
in 1991-92, when the number dropped 
from the previous year’s 5,689 to 
5,670. 

In 1992-93, minority enrollment 
grew by 214, followed by even steep- 
er increases of 691 in 1993-94 and

523 in 1994-95. 

Over the past decade, minority 
enrollment has grown by 2,674, yet 
still accounts for only about 6.5 per- 
cent of the college student population 
in Utah. Minorities make up about 10 
percent of the state’s general popula- 
tion. 

“T think we’re making progress but 
we haven’t reached the numbers or 
goals we would like to have,” said 
Phil Bernal, ‘state director of student 
and minority affairs. 

He suggested the progress may have 
lost some steam this year partly 
because of a booming job market that 
lures many students away from 
school.

Cornwall said she was surprised to 
see more similarities across ethnic 
groups than she had expected.

“Women across the four genera- 
tions were dealing with a different 
set of problems,” Cornwall said, 
most notably the trend from women 
in the 1950s working at home and 
raising children to women today try- 
ing to juggle work in and out of the 
home. 


“I really do feel that it deserved 
the commendation because of its 
positive and realistic portrayal of 
women,” said Carri Jenkins, assis- 
tant director of public communica- 
tions at BYU. 

All the women interviewed in the 
film were invited to see the pre- 
miere. 

“We were very nervous,” Cornwall 
said. “We had hoped that we had 
portrayed their lives accurately.” 

The reactions from the Ute Indian 
women were especially positive, she 
said. There was a section of the film 
where one of the Ute Indian women 
expressed her feelings about the 
continued tensions between whites 
and Indians. 

“T think that they felt like they had 
a chance to tell their story and to be 
represented,” Cornwall said. 

“Utah Women Considered” was 
produced in shorter segments to 
allow for classroom discussion in 
high schools and colleges and has” 
already been used across the country 
in sociology of gender classes. 

The film has also been used in the 
more rural areas of Utah, like 
Vernal, where there is a large Ute 
Indian population. So far, Cornwall 
said, the response has been very pos- 
itive. 

The video was produced partially 
as a centennial project with funding 
from the BYU Women’s Research 
Institute, KUED, Utah Statehood 
Centennial Commission and Belle S. 
Spafford Endowment in the 
Graduate School of Social Work at 
the University of Utah.

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‘Irvin pleads no contest in felony charge | 


Under the NFL’s substance abuse policy, first-time |* 
offenders are subject to suspension for up to four regular: 
season or playoff games games if they violate the law. 
While it is not known if Irvin had any previous viola- 
tions, the no-contest plea would put him in that category. 

Irvin’s agent, Steve Endicott, had no immediate com: 
ment on his client’s plea. 

Defense attorneys said the beginning of training camp 
was unrelated to the plea bargain. If the judge accepts the 
plea bargain during formal sentencing , his attorneys said, 
Irvin will report to training camp on time. 

“It starts this week, and Michael’s going to be there and 
be right along with his teammates doing what he can to 
help the Cowboys return to victory again,” Godwin said. 

Prosecutor Mike Gillett said discussions about a possi- 
ble plea bargain had been continuing since Irvin was 
indicted in April. 

“TI think the important thing is it’s been disposed of ir 
what I see as a positive manner for our office and for Mr. 
Irvin,” Gillett said. The plea bargain followed testimony 
Friday by the prosecution’s star witness, Rachelle Smith, 
that Irvin had used drugs at a Residence Inn by Marriott 
less than a month before a March 4 police raid at a room 
there that netted cocaine and marijuana.

DALLAS — Dallas Cowboys receiver Michael Irvin 
struck a deal Monday in his cocaine possession trial that 
keeps him out of jail but requires him to undergo frequent 
drug testing. 

Irvin pleaded no contest to second-degree felony 
cocaine possession in exchange for four years’ deferred 
probation, a $10,000 fine and dismissal of misdemeanor 
marijuana possession charges. 

The deferred probation means if he stays out of trouble 
for four years, the charge is cleared from his record. 

If not, Irvin would face a sentence of up to 20 years. 
The judge also could sentence Irvin to hundreds of hours 
of community service. 

“We're very pleased with it,” defense attorney Don 
Godwin said. “Michael is glad to get this behind him and 
get back on with his life. He intends to get down to 
Austin to be part of the training camp and to help the 
Dallas Cowboys.” 

Cowboys training camp opens Wednesday, but Irvin’s 
playing status was unclear. 

“His status will be reviewed under the terms of our sub- 
stance abuse policy,’ NFL spokesman Greg Aiello said.

“T’ve been here since yesterday,” 
said Bobby Harrelson of Greensboro 
Sunday. as he waited to get to his 
vacation home. He said he had slept 
in his van with his wife and two chil- 
dren.

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Internet opening doors for BYU communi

An expanding worldwide network 
of computers may offer BYU the 
potential to expand its influence 
abroad and create new opportunities 
at home, said offi- 
cials who are 
experimenting with 
the technology. 

This global net- 
work, best known 
as the Internet, is 
being accepted 
with enthusiasm by 
both students and 
faculty at BYU, 
and this leads offi- 
cials to believe it 
can be used to 
deliver instruction 
around the world 
through satellite 
campuses Or possi- 
bly to individual 
homes. 

BYU officials 
involved in giving students access to 
the Internet said the demand for 
accounts was so great that the univer- 
sity had to call on outside sources for 
help in delivering services. 

The development of the World Wide 
Web feature is one reason for the 
growing demand on the Internet. This 
gives people without much training 
on the computer the ability to find 
information easily and allows the 
information to be conveyed through 
words, motion, pictures and sound. 

As the information age becomes 
more of the focus in today’s society, 
the technological advances are mak- 
ing possible what were only ideas in 
the past. 

The ability to access the most up-to- 
date knowledge on a subject within 
seconds is now possible and may 
make the local library a thing of the 
past, said those who study the 
Internet. 

Students from around the world 
have already had a taste of the cyber- 
space classroom at BYU with a com- 
plete for-credit class that was recently 
offered by the Independent Study pro- 
gram. Reactions from students taking 
the class on the Web were extremely 
positive. 

“This is a godsend,” was one com- 
ment heard by David Nielson, instruc- 
tional designer for BYU Independent 
Study. 

“(The class), which was not publi- 
cized to the general public, was in a 
testing phase and then pulled off the 
Internet for review by the administra- 
tion,” Nielson said. “We are getting 
responses from around the globe on a 
regular basis from those who want to 
take the class or are wondering what 
happened to it.” 

A big advantage to offering a class 
via the Internet is that it can reach 
almost anywhere that has access to a 
phone line and provide educational 
content for little cost, he said. 

“This is another BYU,” Nielson 
said. “Without any increase in hiring 
or building, I can serve more people 
with fewer staff.” 

Stan Peterson, university networking 
services manager, said that between 
Fall Semester and Spring Term, “over 
6,000 students took advantage of the 
Cougarnet accounts on campus.”

dent and faculty dial-up accounts, or 
home access to the Internet, according 
to Cougarnet Business Manager Amy 
Goeckeritz. 

Because of the overwhelming 
response of the students, the 
Cougarnet managers were stressed 
beyond their 
capacity, said 
Peterson. 

“Students 
who want to get 
on the Web or set 
e-mail 
account on cam- 
pus, can do so for 
approximately $3 
a month. For dial- 
access (at 
home), the aver- 
age cost is approx- 
imately, $10 a 
month,” said 
Cougarnet consul- 
tant Camille 
Jolley. 

For the 
past 10 years, 
Kelly McDonald, executive director 
of BYU Computing Services, has 
been a witness to the vast technologi- 
cal changes that have taken place at 
BYU. 

“Within the last few years, BYU has 
exploded in information access,” 
McDonald said. 

McDonald attributes the main rea- 
son for the growing popularity of the 
Internet to the World Wide Web. 

“The graphical Interface available 
on the Internet has made accessing 
information easier and more available 
to all?’ McDonald said. 

“Twenty years ago, if we wanted to 
extend the BYU experience beyond 
our campus, we would have to build 
more BYU’s.

McDonald said. 

BYU students are using the Web 
more and more for personal publica- 
tions, said Bill Holman, systems 
administrator for University 
Networking Services.

“T couldn’t get through BYU with- 
out the Internet,” said Steevun 
Lemon, an advertising major. 
“Staying on the competitive edge of 
technology will give students the 
competitive edge.
